The Center has taken on the difficult challenge of teen 
pregnancy prevention. its “first effort toward 
consciousness-raising,” according to Executive Director 
Angelia Current, was a 1984 forumon “Fathering: The Role 
of the Male in Teenage Sexuality,”-attended by nearly 100 
people, most of them young men between the ages of 
twelve and thgty. This was followed closely by “Youth 
Values and Fait Ties: Coming of Age ip an Urban Com- 
munity,” a: 
youth, which‘covered such areas as teen sexuality and how 

‘to be a good parent. 


importantly, the second conference was not only pres- 


ented for teenagers, but -- to a large extent -- by teenagers | 


as well. Fifty teenagers served as conference convenors 
and recorders, and were “part of the conference planning 
team.” according to Current. The program included a lively 
party featuring.a live orchestra, break dancers and a local 
teen theatre group. 


The church and its Center maintain day-to-day contact 
with teens. The church subsidizes membership in me Cen- 
ter (which costs $15, no smail amount for many impover- 
ished youngsters) for the majority of the 150 youth who 
now belong.

Researchers at 13 research centers in the United States 
and United Kingdom, funded by the RP Foundation Fight- 
ing Blindness, are working continually to find the cause, 
treatment and prevention of these blinding disorders. 

Historically the Foundation has supported legistation to 
extend daylight saving time, and it is one of the founding 
members of the Daylight Saving Time Coalition, which 
includes numerous business and sports associations. The 
Coalition wants Congress to extend daylight saving time by 
six weeks in the spring and one week in the fall. 


People with RP would gain seven extra weeks of inde- 
pendence each year, white extra daylight could help save 
energy, reduce urban crime andincrease recreational time. 

The beginning of daylight saving time on April 28 is the 
start of the RP Foundation Fighting Blindness annual 
Spring Public Awareness Campaign. The campaign is foc- 
using on the importance of extended daylight hours for 
people with RP.

Approximately 300 Black 
political scientists, politicians, 
and scholars came to Columus 
for the 15th annual meeting of 
the National Conference of 
Black Political Scientists, 


hosted by Nelson and the . 


Black Studies Department at 
Ohio State University: 
Chicago Mayor Harold 
Washington was there, as the 
keynote speaker. Gov. Richard 
F. Celeste popped in, and 
spoke at the banquet. Former 
Cleveland mayor Carol Stokes 
was one of the honorees. One 
long-time Columbus observer 
said he had never seen so 
many key politicos and scho-

lars.at any event in Columbus. 

To Dr. Nelson, the success- 
ful conference, held April 10- 
13 at the Parke Hotel, “unders- 
cores the stature of (the Black 
Studies Department) as a 
national and international 
institution” which is designed 
to assist in research and rede- 
finitionof issues affecting 
Black people. 

The stature of the event was 
certainly a coup for Nelson, 
who has, for several months, 
been involved in a simmering 
feud with Dean of the College 


‘of Humanities Dr. G. Michael 


Riley regarding the future of 
the Black Studies Department 
at Ohio State. 


Riley had asked Nelson to 


step down as chairman of 
Black ites he later attemp- 


ted to have Nelson replaced, 
until the lobbying effort of sev- 
eral Black state legislators 
forced Riley to retract. Later, a 
Columbus Monthly article 
attacked the Black Stydies 
Department as being academi- 
cally below. university stand- 
ards, declining in student sup- 
port, and disinterested in, or 
abusive of,“white students. 
Nelson referred to the article 
as ‘totally erroneous, abso- 
lutely bogus, nonsense.” He 
argued that the article was 
“designed to help our college 
save face. This conference 
shows we have the strongest 
Black studies program in the 
cotintry. We can place our 
courses and programs along- 
side the courses and programs 
of any department in the uni- 


versity without apology. The 
conference itself demonstrates 
just how strong we are.” 

The conference proved, 
Nelson believes, the truth of 
one Columbus Monthly allega- 
tion -- that the Black Studies 
Department is political. 

“This underscored the polit- 
ical nature of the Department, 
and I'm proud of it,” Nelson 
argued. “Our department has 
to be political because every 
other department is political. 
We don't apologize for being 
political. We want to be more 
political.”

school system. Evans was 
concerned, he said, because of 
the failures of state govern- 
ment, particularly the state 
board of education, in promot- 
ing a policy of desegregated 
schools. 

The school board has been 
petitioning the court since late 
1980 to end its jurisdiction of 
the school system. In his 
August 1981 decision to retain 
jurisdiction, Duncan noted 
several'areas of concern which 
had to be addressed before he 
would end his jurisdiction, 


address these concerns “in a 
fair and racially unbiased 
manner."’ Paddling in the 
schools has dropped by two- 
thirds in that period of time, 
while achievementamong 
Black students has risen. 


Although Black students are 
still being disciplined in 
greater numbers than their 
percentage in the school sys- 
tem would indicate, Duncan 
ruled that “there is no direct 
evidence that the results are 
casually related to any unlaw- 
ful, improper, or even unpro- 
fessional acts” by the Board or 
the teachers, or resulted from 
racial bias. ws 

School officials were predic- 
tably pleased by the decision. 
Board member Charles Carlos 
was quoted as being “ecstatic” 
about the decision, noting “it's 
going to allow us to take an
